The jury in the Bliss-Oldham note 
suit, which was » tried in the circuit 
court y esterday before Special J udge 
Dav id L. Wilson of Shelby v ille, not 
only failed to demand that Oldham 
pay off the notes which he was alleg­ 
ed to hav e owed as the result of a 
Florida land transaction, but award­ 
ed three hundred dollar damages to 
the defendant, which must be paid by 
Will M. Bliss. 


The plaintiff was acting as agent 
for the Southern Land & Inv estment 
Company of Chicago, when ‘the trans­ 
action took place in October, 19 09 . It 
was brought in the ev idence that Mr. 
Oldham, who resides on a farm in 
Center township, planned to mov e to 
•the south or southwest. 
He held a 
public sale and besides cash, receiv ed 
$1,34 7 in sale notes. 
He declared 
that he thought Mr. Bliss his friend 
and bought 320 acres of land in De­ 
soto county , Florida, for $4 ,8 00. Mr. 
Bliss representing that he was selling 
it at a reduced price and was receiv ­ 
ing no Commission for his part of the 
work. 


Mr. Oldham also testified that he 
and his family mov ed to Florida and 
located in the town of Ladel, near 
his ¡tract of land, not mov ing on it 
because it was not 
improv ed. 
He 
said that the Southern Land & In­ 
v estment Company promised, when he 
bought the land,to loan him the mon­ 
ey with which to improv e it. 
He said 
that he found the tract 
which he 
bought, when lie 
arriv ed, 
to be a 
dreary waste of sand which could not 
be cultiv ated w ithout ex cessiv e use 
of fertilizer. 
He said that the cji- 
mate was misrepresented to him to 
be v ery healthful and 
inv igora-ting, 
while, on the contrary *, it was v ery 
unhealthy . 
He said that the children 
in/tha t community were suffering with 
the hook worm and that many of the 
residents were ill with malaria. 


In the answer which the defendant 
filed to the first complaint of the 
plaintiff, it was alleged that the land 
company promised to pay 
his car 
fare back to Rush county if he was 
dissatisfied with ¡the country *and that 
they had refused to carry out any of 
their contracts. 
There it was also 
stated that a mortgage on the prop­ 
erty for $3,200, a check for $25 3 and 
$1,34 7 in sale notes had been giv en 
in pay ment for the land. 


Although Mr. Oldham testified Mr. 
Bliss had represented to him ¡that he 
would receiv e 1 1 0 commission, Oldham 
declares that the plaintiff receiv ed 
the full amount of $1,34 7 in sale 
notes for his commission. 
On the 
other hand Mr. Bliss testified that 
that amount 
was 
giv en to him by 
Sealv B. Mody , 
secretary of 
the 
company . 


Besides alleging in the answer that 
he did not owe ¡the $1,000 in notes, 
Mr. Oldham asked for the return of 
the commission of $1,34 7 and 
for 
damages to the amount of $1,6 5 0.

in bed with most all of their clothes 
on. 
The case has been postponed for 
a number of times until it waVfinally 
called for trial today . 
The State offered the testimony of 
only one witness besides the police 
who participated in the raid. 
Bert 
Beav er testified that he 
had been 
play ing on that night in the room in 
the Grand hotel and had lost a small 
sum of money . 
Beav er was brought 
hack on the witness stand by the de­ 
fense for cross ex amination this af­ 
ternoon when he had v isited sev eral 
of the local thirst parlors. 
The police told of tlife details of the 
raid which they made and testified

of 
gambling. 
J esse Shook was t'lic principal wit­ 
ness for the defense. 
He denied that 
he had kept a gaming house and tes­ 
tified that he was a

trade. 
Other witnesses for the de­ 
fense were Don Norris, Denny Ry an 
and Fred Clev enger. 
Megee & Kiplinger acted as attor­ 
ney s for Shook, while Dennis O’Neil, 
deputy prosecutor, represented the 
State.

Th e work was begu n as th e 
resu lt o f th e conversion in 18 13 of sev­ 
eral H aw aiian boys wh o h ad gone to 
New H aven, Conn. 
One of th ese, 
H enry Obookiah , wh o h ad longed to 
preach th e gospel to h is cou ntrym en, 
died in 18 17 . 
His co nsistent C h ristian 
life and peacefu l death , h owever, did 
m ore fo r th e conversion of h is people 
th an ever h e cou ld h ave done. 
His 
path etic sto ry to u ch ed m any h earts, 
and tw o years later m issio naries w ere 
ready to go to th e H aw aiian Islands. 
M arch 31. 18 20, th e first band o f mis­ 
sio naries to H aw aii reach ed Honolu lu . 
Th ey fou nd th e “isles” w aiting and 
longing fo r th e Saviou r. 
Ido latry h ad 
been destroyed. Th e m issio naries were 
gladly received by th e king, and h is 
ch iefs and th e king's m oth er, Keopu - 
olani, w as th e first con verb 
Th e su b­ 
seq u ent h isto ry o f th e w ork is one of 
th e m iracles o f m odern missions. 
In 
18 24 th e Sabbath w as recognized and 
th e Ten Co m m andm ents ado pted as th e 
basis of go vernm ent 
Th e Bible w as 
circu lated, ch iefs w ere co nverted and 
w orked am ong th eir people, and great 
revivals m arked th e pro gress of th e 
work. One o f th ese revivals lasted fo r 
six years, and du ring th ese years 27 ,000 
persons w ere received into th e ch u rch . 
In less th an h alf a centu ry H aw aii 
w as won fo r Ch rist. 
Today it is one 
o f th e island possessions o f o u r own 
co u ntry, and Am ericans sh ou ld see to 
it th a t th e banner o f th e cross as well 
as th a t o f th e stars and stripes is ever 
kept floating o ver it. 
2. M issions in th e Ph ilippine Islands. 
Th e Ph ilippine Islands w ere discov­ 
ered and conq u ered by th e Spaniards 
in th e sixteenth centu ry, and u ntil th e 
close of th e recent Spanisb-Am erican 
w ar th e Cath olic ch u rch directed th e 
C h ristian activities o f th e islands. Th e 
Ph ilippines at th at time, h owever, o f­ 
fered a fru itfu l field o f m issio nary en­ 
terprise, and th e P ro testant ch u rch es 
o f o u r land were q u ick to take advan­ 
tage o f th e o ppo rtu nities presented to 
th em . 
Th e work th u s fa r h as been 
very su ccessfu l. 
M issionary work is carried on among 
th e Filipinos by all modern meth ods. 
Evangelistic work is given th e first 
place, and from all m issionary statio ns 
enco u raging repo rts are received as to 
th e effectiveness o f th e preach ing of 
th e gospel. Edu cational work is given 
a pro m inent place. Sch ools o f variou s 
kinds h ave been organized. 
Medical 
m issions are emph asized. 
H u ndreds 
o f patients are annu ally treated in 
C h ristian h ospitals. 
N ative girls are 
becoming trained nu rses. 
Th u s, as 
C h rist au d th e apo stles advanced His 
kingdom by preach ing, teach ing and 
h ealing, th e m issionaries o f th e cross 
in th e Ph ilippines follow th e sam e 
meth ods today and with evident su c­ 
cess. 
C h ristian Endeavor h as a place in 
Filipino missions. A recent repo rt of 
th e work on th e island of Leyte says, 
“C h ristian Endeavo r meetings are h eld 
weekly in Massin. Baybay and Mac- 
robon and are well attended and pro­ 
du ctive o f evident good resu lts.” 
Th e Evangelical Union o f th e P h il­ 
ippine Islands is an association em ­ 
bracing: all th e Pro testant deno m ina­ 
tions at work in th e Ph ilippines ex­ 
cept th e P ro testant Episcopal ch u rch .
